Greeks 
Report 
Division

Alpine Troops Destroyed 
In Fierce Fighting 


ATHENS, Nov. l l —Destruction j 
of a Fascist Alpine division in the 
Pindus mountain sector and hea­ 
vy Italian losses in dead, wounded 
and prisoners were announced of-; 
ficially by the Greek high com- 
mand today. 
A communique said the Italian 
division was dispersed after fierce 
fighting, during which the Greeks 
captured 
lai^e amounts of 
war 
materials. 
“A crack Italian Alpine division 
has been defeated and broken up 
in heavy fighting in the Pindus i 
mountain region,” the Greek an­ 
nouncement said. 
“The division was composed of 
Fascist militia and 
cavalry, at- 1 
tem pting to cut the com m uniea-1 
tions of the Greek forces in the 
Epirus leg io n . It fled to avoid en­ 
circlement. 
"Reinforcements sent from Va- 
lona post haste by truck also fled. 
Italian losses in dead and wound­ 
ed 
are enormous. A number of 
prisoners and a large quantity of 
material fell into Greek hands. 
“Enemy aircraft bombed vill­ 
ages on the island of Crete, but 
caused no material damage. 
“Enemy planes also carried out 
a 
light, ineffective bombing 
of 
Candia. 
“It has been confirmed that a 
second Italian column which was 
allowed to enter narrow ravines 
will 
now be encircled by 
Greek 
forces.” 
Meanwhile, 
Greek 
officials 
termed “absurd” foreign reports 
which said 18,000 Italians had been 
captured. They indicated the num­ 
ber was not nearly so high.

Isles today as all England mourned and paid tribute to former Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain, who died at his Hampshire country 
home on Saturday night after an illness of several months. 
Although no funeral announcements have been made, it is expected 
that the body of the 71-year-old British statesm an, who sponsored and 
signed the pact of Munich, will be 
brought to London for a state fu­ 
neral. 
Chamberlain, who was one of 
the most controversial figures of 
his time, died at 5:37 p. rn. Sat­ 
urday, but it was not until Sun­ 
day that news of his passing was 
disclosed to the public in the form 
of an official government radio 
broadcast. 
High ranking government offi­ 
cials, including many of Chamber­ 
lain’s bitterest political opponents 
who sought to oust him for his 
“appeasement” policies today, paid 
tribute to the former premier and 
praised him for his vigorous fight 
for peace.

Eight or Ten Elements 
As chemical research in the vi­ 
tamins went on, it was found that 
Vitamin ll was not one substance 
but several. It is found in nature 
in cereals and yeast and as now 
understood, there are eight or ten 
elements in the Vitamin B factor 
—Vitamin B , B-, Bs, B*, Bf, B«, 
Vitamins II, W and.ll. 
Bi is chemically thiamine chlo­ 
ride. There is quite a fad just now 
in its use. 
It will undoubtedly 
cure certain forms of paralysis. 
The paralysis that occurs in heavy 
drinkers called “alcoholic neuri­ 
tis” is undoubtedly due to lack of 
the vitamins in the diet. It is used 
for many conditions of general de­ 
bility, and, in fact, even used lo 
encourage the growth of plants. 
is chemically riboflavin. It 
has no influence on paralysis, but 
a peculiar condition results from 
its absence in the diet, consisting 
of soreness of the tongue, fissures 
around the lips and roughness of 
the skin. 
These arc something like the 
discase called pellagra — a defi­ 
ciency disease that results from 
living on a diet of preserved foods 
—salt pork, molasses, corn pone, 
etc.—a common winter diet in the 
south. The element in the Vitamin 
B factor that prevents pellagra is 
nicotinic acid. Riboflavin deficien­ 
cy resembles pellagra. 
What Research Baa Shown 
B», Bi, B*, and Bi deficiency will 
cause certain animal discases but 
no analogy is found in man. B» is 
necessary for weight gains in 
pigeons. B* prevents a form of 
paralysis in rats; B* is necessary 
for norma! nutrition in pigeons. 
Bi is known as the rat dermatitis 
factor. Vitamin W is part of the 
K factor and acts to stimulate rib­ 
oflavin. 
Vitamin V is another 
growth-stimulating factor. 


The latest development of Vita­ 
min B research is th at one part of 
the complex when absent in the 
diet, results in premature graying 
of the hair. These experiments 
have been made on rats and have 
not been confirmed in man.

A. E., Champlain, III.—‘‘Will 
sodium phosphate thin the blood 
and cause one to become anemic?” 
Answer—No! The action of so­ 
dium phosphate is th at of a simple 
saline cathartic. 


L. L .:~ “ What is the cause of 
burning feet at night; generally 
more so under the feet?” 
Answer—This may be due to 
ringworm infection or it may be 
due to having had chilblains, and 
it may be due to change in the 
arteries. 
The treatm ent in all 
cases is definite. 


S. S., Passaic, N. J.—“Is appen­ 
dicitis hereditary? What are the 
symptoms? W hat diet should be 
given the convalescent who is over­ 
weight?” 
Answer—No, appendicitis is not 
hereditary. Symptoms of appendi­ 
citis are fever, nausea, vomiting, 
pain in the abdomen which begins 
in the pit of the stomach, moves to 
the umbilicus, and settles usually 
in the lower right hand corner of 
tne abdomen. However, the pain 
of appendicitis can be anywhere 
in the abdomen. Better not monkey 
with the dict of a convalescent 
from appendicitis for any reason. 


P.—“Please discuss the rela­ 
tive merits of castor oil and calo­ 
mel as a cathartic.” 
Answer—Castor oil cleans out 
the lower bowel very thoroughly 
and usually tends to a period of 
constipation 
afterw ards. 
It is 
said, as a laxative, it knows when 
to stop. It is harmless except that 
it is habit-forming in that it event­ 
ually causes the bowel to be cos­ 
tive. Calomel is a good cathartic 
because it cleans out the upper in­ 
testine also, but it also tends to 
require larger dosage to work. The 
great advantage of calomel is that 
it is so much pleasanter to take. 
As a m atter of fact, the two can 
be well combined, using the calo­ 
mel to clean out the upper intes­ 
tine and the castor oil afterw ards 
to get rid of the calomel, too.
